The curious English 
raveler comes, sees, and takes away 
i impression, but leaves none; the 
u air of lovifcy, iUo b«ttor few vt*.*v. *w, 
o note, aud mentally to digest; the 
rcnchman, generally new at wander- 
ng, sparkles in conversation, whether 
e be understood or not, and generat- 
es within himself as all Frenchmen

in the value of farm lauds, so natice. 
able in many parts, of the country, is 
less in Montgomery than any other 
county in the State. In certain town- 
ships remote from railways there hu« 
been a decided falling off in price, but 
thise cases are exceptional 
A writer 


in the Chester Republican says in 
reference to a recent visit to a rural 
neighborhood during harvest

not seem to be improved through tht 
introduction of so much machinery 
] 


B ipposc this is ow ng to increased 
means of transportation which brings 
the products of the great West to our 
doors in competition with the crops 
raised in Eastern Pennsylvania. 


I find that farms in many parts ol 


Chester county can be bought for less 
than the cost of the improvements 
They have depreciated fully fiftj per 
cent, since "before the war " Wheat 
this year is raised niniiily for the value 
ot the straw 
The average farmer 


buys his flour, lie used to take his own 
wheat to the mill 
lie sends his milk 


to the creamery, in the olden time lit 
claimed the cream and made tht 
butter at home. In fact the wholt 
business has been revolutionized and 
the old style farmer bus disappeared 


It sounds paradoxical to attribute 


to improved machinery and better 
methods of forming the depreciation 
of farms, but I hero may be some reason 
in the assumption. Through the aid 
of machinery, which lias practically 
superseded hand-labor on all well-con- 
ducted farms, one man is enabled to 
accomplish what would have required 
a half-dozen or more a half>-centurj 


under cultivation, the yield is greatly 
increased, because the crop ii put in 
earlier and receives better attention 
The result is, a superabundance of 
products in all parts of the country, 
«hich lowers the price of farm produce 
and eventually cause a depreciation of 
land values 


Another explanation of the com- 


paratively low price of farms is the 
steady movement of late >ears to the 
cities &nd towns. Lured by the glitter 
iiid excitement of town life thousands 
hove abandoned the old path of honest 
independence trodden by the agricul- 
turist, although sacrificing peace of 
mind as well as length of days by the 
cliaoge. The reaction comes in periods 
of "hard times" which affect 
the

•how their appreciation of the bles- 
sings of country life by returning to 
the green fields which their ancestors 
cultivated,ard erecting splendid villas 
wherein to spend the summer, but 
leturning to the city during winter to 
enjoy the foolish and often injurious 
dissipation which such life affords.

Ot conrae the eagle knows nothing of 


the wonderful contrivance that the 
Crettorhas supplied for its accommo- 
dation. It employs it instinctively and 
because it cannot help it 
The ball of 


the iiye is surrounded by 15 little plates 
called sclerotic bones. They form a 
complete ring, and their edges slightly 
overlap each other 
When it looks at 


a distant object, this little circle of 
bones expands, and the ball of the eye, 
boiujj relieved from the pressure, bo- 
oomis flatter. When it looks at a very 
rear object, the little bones press to- 
gethor, and the ball of the eye is thus 
squeozed Into a rounder or more convex 
form 


Tta effect is very fimihar to every 


ona 
A person with very round eyes is 


near sighted, and a person with flat 
eyes, as in old age, can see nothing ex- 
cept at a distance. The eagle, by the 
more will, con make its eyes round or 
flat and see with equal clearness at any 
tosta ace. —Philadelphia Times.

When tho formal order of Na- 
poleon arrived the next morning, the 
dnko replied that he was "desolated," 
but that his daughter had already mar- 
ried her Cousin Fernand. But it was not 
safe to try to outwit the powerful em- 
peror, and a few days afterward Cousin 
Fornand, the married man, was drafted 
into a regiment of cavalry and sent to 
Russia, from which country ho even- 
tually returned, minus nn arm. 


As late as 1812 the Minister of Police 


Savory issued a circular to all tho pre- 
fects of departments, ordering them to 
send to Paris a list of all the heiresses 
in thoir respective departments, with 
full particulars 
as to age, personal 


charms and amount of property, either 
|n j icssession or in expectation. Those 
listi were sent to tho emperor, who di- 
vidod his time impartially between their 
perusal and tho monthly returns of the 
positions of his regiments and their pre- 
sumed equipments. «In fact, the em- 
peror, whether from policy or freak, or 
bom both, was an inveterate match- 
ina,cer and never troubled himself about 
the "conscientious scruples" of either 
tho ladies or gentlemen concerned.—

Not many New Yorkers have ever 


heard of the "Church of the Ragpick- 
ers." In the neighborhood of Roosevelt 
street, where it is located, this is the 
familiar name of the Roman Catholio 
.church of St. Joachim, of which Father 
Vincini is the pastor. The members are 
Italians exclusively, inhabitants of the 
densely populated district roundabout, 
and as some of them are ragpickers and 
have rented the lower half of the church 
for the storage of their goods the nick- 
name which designates the church as 
the peculiar place of worship of this 
class came into use.

Rags loose, rags in piles and 
rags in bales ready for shipping are all 
about. Big cranes and chains for hoist- 
ng purposss run here and there. Half 
juried in these piles of rags are men, 
women and children—the men and worn- I 
m busy assorting rags and the fat, brown 
youngsters tumbling about in play or 
sleeping, as the case may b?. 


It is the biggest ragshop in this city. 


It is wholesale and retail in the sense 
ihat here the individual ragpickers] of 
;he town dispose of their wares, which 
are assorted and baled and sold for man- 
ufacturing purposes. The pastor of St. 
Joachim's rents this lower floor to the 
company that conducts this rag business 
at a good rental, and indeed were it not 
lor that the mission would suffer. 


Italians are very practical about their 


•eligion, when they care for it at all, and 
hey are very slow at contributing to the 
support of the church and espect a good 
deal of religion for a very little money. 


The church proper is on the floor over 


;he ragshop, and this in itself gives an 
odd character to the services at times. 
)n weekdays the men are at work in the 
>asement when services are going on up 
stairs, and one can plainly hear them 
oining in the responses and chants dur- 
ng the celebration of the mass. While 
a reporter was there the other day one 
of the ragpickers in the basement sang a 
lymn to the Virgin while thfa services 
were going on, and his voice was of rare 
sweetni'ss and purity. 


At certain hours of the day laborere 


will come in, set their picks &nd shovels 
n a corner, and then join in the devo- 
ions. 
The peanut venders and fruit 


itand keepers in the neighborhood al- 
ways attend the services for at least a 
'ew minutes each day. Bootblacks wan- 
Qer In with boxes on their bacKs and say 
a few brief prayers, and the Italian pop- 
ulation generally comes and goes.

Not only does he marry his 
larishioners, baptize their children and 
inry their dead, but is their constant 
adviser in other matters.

fiomo Facts Concerning That Lumbering 


bnt Picturedqne Vehicle. 


One would scarcely expect to find ox 


carts made in this city, but they are 
made here by one manufacturer as a part 
of a general wagon making busiiyss. 


Tho sale of ox carts in this country is 


decreasing. Here the use of them has 
always in largo measure been confined 
to the rough and hilly farms of the New 
England and middle states, and even in 
those states they are now giving way to 
carts and wagons drawn by horses. Old 
farmers brought up to use ox carts con- 
tinue to use them, but their sons do not 
The younger men buy not oxen, but 
horses, not ox carts, but wagons and 
horse carts. How much of this change 
is due to the fact that the stony, hilly 
lands are now pretty well cleared and 
that oxen are less needed for plowing, 
how much is due to the spirit of the 
age with its quicker movement in all 
the fields of labor, how much to a great- 
er inclination toward luxury, it might 
bo difficult to say, but the ox cart is 
passing away. It ia still used, however, 
to some extent It may be met perhaps 
in the haying field, perhaps under the 
spreading elms at the village black- 
smith's shop. The cart met amid such 
surroundings is quite as likely to have 
been made in tho city as in the country, 
for they aro all substantially alike. 


The only important changes that have 


been made in ox carts in many years 
have been tho substitution of iron for 
wooden axles and the broadening of the 
face of the wheel. All ox carts are now 
built with iron axles and 4 inch tiros. 
New York city built ox carts are sold 
iu western Connecticut, in western 
Massachusetts and in New York, and 
occasionally in remoter parts of this 
country. There is a steady demand for 
them from the planters of the West In- 
dies and of Central and Wouth America. 
An ox cart costs about $100.—New 
York Sun. 


A Big Cypress Tree.

There is 


no clcubt that the latter was built in 
thaf, place because of the tree, for which 
the Indians feel great veneration. It is 
precisely of the same kind as the trees 
of Chapultepec, but the largest there is 
only 40 feet in circumference, while this 
one is, by recent measurement, 152 feet 
4 inches. 
There is another difference, 


and a very marked one, and this is the 
tendency to a flattening of the lower 
and larger branches and of tlin n^nuliar 
buttresses which the trunk throws out. 
In the latter they are almost as flat as 
boards, and in tho branches the flatness 
ia that of a wedge. 
The contrast be- 


tween these and the upper ones, which 
are rounded, is very striking. 
The 


trunk is not like an ordinary one, but 
resembles a buttressed wall, so that the 
two diameters vary enormously. Tho 
height must be less than 200 feet, mak- 
ing the appearance in a photogaph al- 
most dwarfish. The spread of the 
branches from north to south is gigan- 
tic, and the effect of light and shado is 
entrancing to the artist. There are col- 
onies of lizards and of various birds in 
the different departments of tho trunk 
and branches, and upon the green dome 
of the top were a group of buzzards that 
croaked without intermission during our 
whole stay.—San Francisco Chronicle.
